The Throne Speech 

THE LAST SPEECH FROM THE THRONE to be 
A delivered by Lieutenant-Governor George Fearkes 
before his retirement was more co mm u n i c ative than 
has been usual in recent years. But stQl in outlining 
the government’s legislative program it left many 
intriguing questions to be answered later. 

Distinctly on the communicative side for a start 
was the delineation of Premier Bennett’s stand on the 
Canadian constitution. He is, the speech made quite 
^lear, for die British North America Act aa it stands 
now. He is also for unswerving loyalty to the Crown 
and the equal and fair treatment of all citizens 
irrespective of their racial origin, religion or economic 
status—which ought to convey a message to the 
seekers of special status. 

vThere is nothing elusive either about the meaning 
of the general statement erf the government's purpose 
In Its proposed measures this year: the emphasis on 
services to people will continue, but with the recogni¬ 
tion that economic development and social services 
‘‘are not rivals, but rather partners”, and that there 
must be restraint erf inflation. 

It will not be a year erf barreling-along advance in 
social spending, in other words. But nevertheless the 
speech forecast several improvements In services. 

For instance although it made unexpectedly scant 
reference to housing, this being a field in which the 
government has been hinting at great plans, ft did say 
that toe Legislature will be asked to approve even 
greater expenditures in support of low-cost bousing 
for the elderly. It looked forward to strengthening 
the “financial viability” of school boards — hopefully 
not at the expense erf the local ratepayers. It did not

West Germans 
Set Arms Drive 


By ANTONY TERRY, from Bonn 

Germany will spend up to $340,000,000 a year over 
the next five years on advanced weapons research, with 
the aim of becoming sell-sufficient again In many ty|iei of 
modern arms, and building up a 1 major armaments exporting 
Industry. 

The new rearmament drive—“not for aggression but for 
business”—will cover five key areas: aircraft, naval weapons, 
marine and airborne electronics and ballistic missiles. 

In a crash program tn replace the Anglo-French Jaguar, 
the West German aircraft industry has been asked by the 
Bonn defence ministry to get out plans for an “all-German 
fighter" by June. 

In Hamburg, five of the largest German shipbuilders 
have Joined to form a research body for “advising, planning 
and developing naval shipa Including weapons systems,” 
and six of Germany's major electrical companies hsve 
similarly set up a “marine electronics planning company” 
to “project and manufacture electronic ships’ weapon 
systems” In collaboration with shipbuilding and other Indus¬ 
tries. 

Possibly the m<ft important research group has beea 
set up hy four large electrical combines. This will eventually 
make West Germany self-supporting in electronics systems 
for the West German air force—hitherto one of the most 
expensive Items imported from Britain and the U.S. 

Wes* Germany's largest chemical explosives plant, 
Dynamit Nobei, and a big electrical combine, AEG-Tcle- 
funken, have Joined with a U.S. advisory group to develop 
halllstle missile systems starling with an artillery rocket for 
the W'est German army.

Mao to Oust His Enemies 
At Rigged Party Congress

Chairman Mao and his 
supporters will stage a "rig¬ 
ged" national congress in May 
or June to revise the constitu¬ 
tion, impose Mao’s thoughts 
and revolutionary dogma on 
the party, and formally re¬ 
move President Liu Shao-chl 
and the parly secretary- 
general, Teng Hsiao-ping from 
their posts.

This will be the first 
national e<*ngress for 10 years, 
although such mass assem¬ 
blies are sup|XM*d to be held 
every year. 

The party central commit¬ 
tee will retreat from the 
nominal procedure of "elect¬ 
ing" candidates, established 
at the eighth congress in 1958, 
and will pack the 10,000 strong 
assembly with loyal Maoist 
followers.

A recent frank speech by 
security chief Hsieh Fu-chih, 
head of the Peking revolu¬ 
tionary committee, which 
heralded this attempt to force 
a superficial settlement of the 
extinguished “cultural revolu¬ 
tion" disclosed real anxiety 
about the risk of an adverse 
vote by an unscreened assem¬ 
bly.

"If we call a congress of 
some 1,000 people elected 
from the bottom upwards, we 
shall be holding a congress of 
old men,” Hsieh Fu-chih told 
the revolutionary committee. 

"We mast not hold a 
congress of old men. A 
greater number of workers 
and youths and some Red 
Guards should be elecled as 
representatives. A congress of 
only 1.000 will definitely not 
be held."

Peking-Bonn Trade Booms 


By EDWARD KEIIAN, from Hong Kong 

If there ever were a^palr of strange bedfellows it would 
be West Germany and Communist China, and yet West 
Germany has [>oppod up as Peking's biggest European 
trade partner for 1967. 

West Germany sold more to Red China, in return, than 
to any other Communist country except Romania. 

Figures on Ihe trade have been released by the official 
New China News Agency. Two-way trade for the last 10 
months of 1967 was listed as $224.000,000, up considerably 
from the $184,000,000 for all of 1966. 

I * * * „ 

West Germany and Communist China have no official 
diplomatic ties. What is all the more surprising is that the 
trade between the two rations is not based on any kind of 
official trade agreement. 

The high level of trade has been a result of aggressiveness 
by West German businessmen, many of them based in Hong 
Kong and Tokyo. 

By conlrast, nations like Italy and Austria maintain 
trade offices in Peking but their two-way trade with China 
is far below West Germany's. 

Britain and France,,which both have embassies in the 
Chinese capital, cnuld not approach the growth in trade 
with China shown by the Germans during the chaotic year 
Of 1967. 


The West German businessmen who enter China from 
Hong Kong are usually very tight-lipped, preferring lo say 
little about their transactions lest the Chinese become Irri¬ 
tated. 

But the Germans do say that the Chinese pay their bills 
on time and that the cultural revolution had no effect un 
tiiis admirable characteristic. 

The Improvement of the trade picture between Germany 
and Peking has led analysts to predict that the sule of a 
West German steel rolling mill may go through after all. 

Peking rejected Bonn's first offer, quoted by German 
sources as 650,000,000 marks with discount ot H per cent. But 
it is known that the Chinese are deeply Interested In such 
a "turn key" complete plant project. 


Because Communist East Germany toes the Soviet ideo¬ 
logical line closely. Communist China feels no reason to he 
concerned about trading with the "other side.” This is 
another example of expediency and pragmatism showing 
through the Chinese mask of Communist rigidity. 

As trade relations improve, there has been a noticeable 
lessening of tough political talk against each other in West 
Germany and Communist Chi#a. 

Tirades against West Gemiany in the Communist press 
have been replaced by sof levied reports of Industrial and 
trade developments.

maligned Kremlin leadership.

divided communist camp. 

Best available information 
suggests that the Kremlin 
wants a rapprochement with 
Ihe United States if only as a 
safeguard against the long 
term threat from China whose 
territorial claims on Russia 
are considered serious.

Seven years earlier, it was 
one out of every 15. 

The welfare department re¬ 
port continues: 

"Our society must squarely 
face t h • issues involved. 


which raises the question: 
Sliould abortion laws be 
changed? Should young 
people, married or not, be 
provided with knowledge and 
the means to prevent un¬ 
wanted pregnancies?” 

"Our society is now carry¬ 
ing an added social and 
financial, burden because of 
unwanted children. 

"If we as individuals are 
concerned with these prob¬ 
lems, we must then dispas¬ 
sionately search out the an¬ 
swers to the questions posed, 
rather than continue debating 
issues on an emotional basis." 

In the year ending March 
31, 1967, there were 3.897 out- 
of-wedlock births in the prov¬ 


ince, compared to 3,670 during 
the previous fiscal year. 

The welfare department 
spent $72,812,300 during t{>e 
year, an increase of 6.7 per 
cent over the 1965-66 fiscal 
period. Payments for main¬ 
tenance of dependent children 
accounted for $8,988,000, or 
12.3 per cent of the total. 

The report says the number 
of children whose care had 
become the responsibility of 
B.C.'s taxpayers had acceler¬ 
ated faster than the prov¬ 
ince's population growth. 

In addition to a greater 
number of children horn out 
of wedlock, more disturbed 
children are recognized ear- 
tier. 


The provincial welfare department says 
there is a "ferment" among Vancouver 
Island Indians, who are demanding services 
of all kinds to cope with their new and urgent 
problems. 

Reviewing the activities of Its Vancouver 
Island district during the year ending March 
31. 1967, the department says the Indians' 
migration from reservations to urban centres 
had created acute housing problems. 

“Family counselling, protection services 
and the establishment of special social 
resources such as the Friendship Centre in 
Albemi and an expanded placement program 
cannot keep up with the need," says the 


annual report filed In the "legislature 
Thursday. 

One of the "more serious social 
problems” in the area, added welfare 
authorities, is created by the movement of 
Indians into urban communities. 

During the 1966-67 fiscal year, there was 
a higher percentage of younger couples of all 
racial, backgrounds with family problems. 

"The transient family is on the increase 
and services to this group are difficult 
becausp they remain often only for emergent 
help. Many of these families are arriving 
from other parts of British Columbia and 
Canada."

If in Doubt—Don t! 


By M. V. CHJESNLT 

Since I started on this series of 
articles ran the care of the African 
violet, I have spent some time browsing 
through my files of readers’ letters 
picking out the questions most com¬ 
monly asked about this popular house- 
plant. By tar the greatest proportion is 
concerned with watering. 

Most of these letters ask how often 
an African violet should be watered, 
and It is obvious that these folks are 
looking for a clean-cut reply such as 
‘'daily," or "every second day," or 
"twice a week." 

Actually, it Is Impossible to lay down 
any hard and fast rules here. Just as 
you and I become thirsty more often on 
a hot summer day or when engaged in 
strenuous exercise, so does a plant's 
needs vary with the room temperature, 
air humidity, size of plant, size of pot, 
texture of soil and season erf year. 
Because of these variables, no house- 
plant of any kind should EVER be 
watered on a fixed routine. 

★ * * 

A most common mistake Is to get up 
from the breakfast table every morn¬ 
ing, fill up a teapot or jug with tap 
water, and make the rounds, pouring a 
dollop of water In each saucer whether 
the plant is thirsty or not. 

Make your rounds daily, by all 
means, but feel the soil surface with 
your finger tips firtt, and give water 


ONLY when it is definitely dry to the 

touch. 

The African violet Is singularly 
tolerant of neglect; I have seen a plant 
go two weeks without a drink, and while 
it was obviously unhappy and droopy, it 
made a good comeback when normal 
watering was resumed. 

On the other hand, the quickest way 
to kill a plant Is maintain the soil In a 
constantly soggy condition. With the soil 
saturated, no life-giving air can reach 
the roots; the outer leaves go limp and 
flaccid, and soon the roots and crown 
are rotting. 

★ * ★ 

The fingertip test will help achieve a 
happy medium between too-dry and too- 
wet conditions. If you have any 
difficulty in deciding whether the soil 
feels dry enough to warrant giving 
water, keep in mind the old English 
professional gardener’s rule for water¬ 
ing: “When In doubt — Don’t!" 

Another question I get thrown at me 
fairly often is whether African violets 
should be watered from the bottom or 
the top. 

Perhaps I had better explain these 
terms, for I heard recently about a lady 
who, reading instructions to water from 
the bottom in her garden book, was 
taking her plants to the kitchen sink, 
turning them upside down, and trickling 
water into the soil through the drainage 
hole In the bottom of the pot! 


In top-watering the water la poured 
VERY slowly on ths soil surface, 
carefully avoiding the leaves.- In bottom 
watering, a little water la poured in the 
saucer and Is sucked up by the soil. 

Either way is satisfactory, although 
my own preference is to water from the 
top, for I think you get Into less trouble 
when the moisture passes through the 
soil from top to bottom rather than 
from bottom to top. 

★ * * 

You see, our water is not pure. Even 
the most wholesome supply contains 
various natural mineral salts, and most 
cities and larger towns treat their water 
with chlorine and sometimes fluorine. 
Every time we water our plants, we 
add more of these minerals to the soil, 
and while the water Itself evaporates, 
the minerals do not, and are left behind 
in the soil. 

In a bottom-watered plant, these 
minerals accumulate in the soil, par¬ 
ticularly on or near the surface and 
sometimes form a white crust. When 
the accumulation reaches toxic propor¬ 
tions, you have a sick plant on your 
hands. 

By watering from the top, you tend 
to wash the excess mineral salts out of 
the soil and out through the drainage 
hole, and there Is leu chance of a 
dangerous build-up of these chemicals. 
Drainage water in the saucer should be 
emptied promptly, before It is re¬ 
absorbed by the soil.
